The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In addition to 
the remarks of record, the cited prior art fails to teach or suggest the claimed system 
comprising an instrument for determining the concentration of a medically significant 
component of a body fluid, a cradle for receiving the instrument and an accessory box 
creating a housing for the cradle and instrument further comprising a pivotally coupled 
carrying handle attached to the housing having a number of yieldable locking positions. 

The Office considered the primary references of Holmes et al.(USP 5,371,687), 
Holmes et al. (USP 5,594,906) and Kelly as all teaching systems comprising an 
analytical instrument that is placed in a cradle and a case for carrying both that included 
a fixed position handle. The cited prior art does not require movement of the handle to 
different positions for use of the instrument or for its transportation (e.g. the handle 
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swings out of the way when the cover of the cited prior art is opened). In contrast, the 
handle of the instant invention must be moved to a different position to facilitate 
operation and transportation of the system. Because the cited prior art does not 
recognize or experience a problem with the fixed handle, the Office does not believe 
there would have been any motivation to modify the taught handle to a multiple position 
handle.
